“WATER  CLAUSES  CONSOLIDATION  ACT, 

1897.” 

WHEREAS  the  “ Prince  Rupert  Power  and 
Light  Company,  Limited,”  has  applied  to 
His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
for  a certificate,  under  section  87  of  the  said  Act, 
to  enable  the  Company  to  proceed  with  its  under- 
taking ; and 

Whereas  the  Company  has  filed  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Executive  Council  a statement  of  the  pro- 
posed undertaking,  and  a plan  of  the  works  of  the 
Company. 

This  is  to  certify  that  the  said  “ Prince  Rupert 
Power  and  Light  Company,  Limited,”  was  specially 
incorporated  as  a Limited  Company  on  the  30tli 
day  of  June,  1906,  for  the  purpose  of  exercising 
the  rights,  powers,  privileges  and  priorities  created, 
granted  and  conferred  in  and  by  Part  IV.  of  the 
“ Water  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1897,”  and 
that  the  works  and  undertaking  of  the  Company,

1.  The  construction  of  works  consisting  of  dam, 
pipe  lines  and  power  houses  at  or  near  Woodworth 
Lake,  Shoowahtlans  Lake  and  Shoowahtlans  River, 
in  the  Skeena  River  Mining  Division  : 

2.  The  transmission  and  distribution  of  electric 
power  generated  at  its  plants  to  various  points  on 
the  Tsimpsean  Peninsula,  and  Kaien  and  Digby 
Islands : 

3.  For  the  above  purpose,  to  divert,  in  accord- 
ance with  its  Water  Record  No.  23,  3,000  miner’s 
inches  of  water  from  Woodworth  Lake,  on  Shoo- 
wahtlans River,  which  will  be  returned  into  Shoo- 
wahtlans River  about  1.5  miles  westerly  from  the 
point  of  diversion  : 

Also,  to  divert,  in  accordance  with  its  Water 
Record  No.  22,  5,000  miner’s  inches  of  water  from 
Shoowahtlans  Lake,  which  will  be  discharged  in- 
to the  sea,  at  the  mouth  of  Shoowahtlans  River, 
about  600  feet  westerly  from  the  point  of  diversion  : 

4.  The  construction  at  or  near  the  outlet  of 
WoodworLh  Lake,  of  a dam,  by  means  of  which 
the  present  level  of  the  lake  will  be  raised  approxi- 
mately eighteen  feet ; from  thence  a ditch  and  pipe- 
line will  convey  water  to  a power  plant  on  the 
level  land  at  the  easterly  end  of  Shoowahtlans 
Lake :

Rule  59. 

A APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
x\_  properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  with- 
in the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America 
Act,  18G7,”  whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge, 
the  making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike 
Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the 
construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour, 
Canal,  Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work; 
the  granting  of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorpora- 
tion of  any  particular  trade  or  calling,  or  of 
any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or  otherwise  for 
granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals  any 
exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which 
in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  pro- 
perty of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act,

suspension  or  modification  of  this  Rule  shall 
be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the  same  has 
been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing 
Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof  at  a 
previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Pri- 
vate Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the 
House.  And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  Petition 
has  been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees 
required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the  House 
shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person  seek- 
ing to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of 
such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  with  the  notices  'pub- 
lished. At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the 
applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
house  a sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a 
copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices  shall  not 
have  been  so  deposited  in  thu  Hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition 
has  not  been  presented  within  the  first  ten 
days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to 
the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hudnred  dollars.  If  the 
Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half  of 
the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

GO.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
Toll  Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  per- 
son or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such 
Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  in- 
tend to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the 
abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and 
vessels,  and  mentioning  also  whether  they  in- 
tend to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not,  and  the 
dimensions  of  the  same. 

Gt.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorpora- 
tion shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relat- 
ing to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be  established 
for  any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle, 
or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as 
to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to 
the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in 
which  the  General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  de- 
parted from.
